year growers drive their turkeys to 
market, this being referred to as a 
“turkey trot.” In 1922, some enterpris- 
ing person or persons hit upon the idea 
of a slogan cancel to advertise the cele- 
bration that is always held at marketing 
time. This cancel reads, “Cuero, Texas, 
Nov. 9-10-11, 1922,” over the picture of 
a gobbler on the run. This slogan, No. 
600, is listed at $1.50, but where can 
you buy one at this price? 

A more recent cancel, quite as unique, 
is No. 1045, issued in 1936 to advertise 
the Fort Worth Frontier Centennial. 
This cancel pictures a cowboy astride a 
bucking broncho. (This design was also 
used on one or more meters from Fort 
Worth during the celebration.) 


The one-hundredth birthday of the 
Lone Star state caused the issuance of 
a beautiful slogan at Dallas in 1936, 
where the Texas Centennial was held. 
This slogan, No. 2690, bears the words, 
“TEXAS CENTENNIAL,” and _ the 
date, together with a map of the state. 
The Centennial exhibition was re-opened 
in 1937 as the “Texas and Pan-American 
exposition.” A slogan, No. 2685, with 
appropriate wording, superimposed on a 
map of the western hemisphere, was used 
to advertise this, being used at Dallas 
alone, as was the Centennial slogan. 

During the world war the slogan, 
“Food will win the War—Don’t Waste

Nicaragua to Issue a Will 
Rogers Stamp 





On March 31, Nicaragua will issue a 
25 centavo stamp (about 12c U. S.) pic- 
turing Will Rogers, (possibly four 
stamps in all). The date chosen is the 
seventh anniversary of the disastrous 
earthquake at Managua, the capital, 
which resulted in almost total destruc- 
tion of the city, ruining new government 
buildings and leaving the citizenry des- 
titute. Rogers raised some thousands of 
dollars in this country for relief of the 
unfortunates and flew to Managua by 
plane, which made him somewhat of a 
hero and a popular figure in the country. 
The stamp will show a view of the scene 
of the disaster with picture of the hu- 
morist in the upper left corner. It has 
been reported for about a year that 
such an issue was in prospect, at first 
it being expected the stamp would ap- 
pear for his birthday last November. It 
is stated that its issuance is in compli- 
ment to the Oklahoma Philatelic So- 
ciety for its First World Wide Conven- 
tion of Philatelists to open at Tulsa this 
may. Oklahoma philatelists have been 
urging such a stamp for over a year. Mrs. 
C. N. A. De Bajligethy, wife of the 
President of the Oklahoma Philatelic 
Society, will leave for Managua about 
March 5, to represent the Society, the 
Convention and the Rogers’) Memorial 
and arrange for the mailing of covers. 


Bulgarian Special Issue

Requested 


On January 13, the Senate of the 
State of Washington passed by unani- 
mous vote the following resolution. 
Washington was admitted to the Union 
on Nov. 11, 1889. 


Requesting the issue of a postage 

stamp celebrating the Golden Jubilee 

of the admission of this state to the 
Union. 


To the Honorable James A. Farley, 
Postmaster General of the 
United States: 


We, your Memorialists, the Senate 
and House of Representatives of the 
State of Washington in legislative ses- 
sion assembled, most respectfully rep- 
resent and petition the Postmaster 
General of the United States as fol- 
lows: 


WHEREAS, The state of Washington 
will, during the entire year of 1939 
and especially in July of said year, 
celebrate the fiftieth anniversary and 
Golden Jubilee of its admission to 
the Union as a state: 


Now, Therefore, We, your Memori- 
ialists, respectfully and most earnest- 
y petition and pray that during the 
year 1939 the Post Office department 
of the United States issue an appro- 
priate three cent (3c) postage stamp 
symbolizing or depicting an early 
event in the history of the State of 
Washington. 


Harry T. Martin, Deputy Auditor of 
the state, submitted the above copy of 
the joint resolution. A French stamp 
paper a month ago reported that a stamp 
for the above event was scheduled, but 
since there was no confirmation of this 
at Washington, it is assumed they had 
reported incorrectly.

Trans-Canada Airmail 
Service 


On March 1, or about that date, the 
Canadian Postal Administration will in- 
augurate regular airmail service between 
Montreal, Quebec and Vancouver, Brit- 
ish Columbia, with a number of inter- 
mediate stops. Special cachets, 32 dif- 
ferent and distinct designs in all, will be 
used. The cachets are as follows: 
Montreal-North Bay North Bay-Toronto 
Montreal-Winnipeg North Bay-Ottawa 
Montreal-Calgary North Bay-Winnipeg 
Montreal-Edmonton Winnipeg-North Bay

Collectors desiring to send covers on 
these flights should carefully observe the 
following instructions to insure proper 
handling of covers. Covers should be 
stuffed with a thin card or other filler in 
order that the cancellation and cachet 
will be clear when applied; sealed, and 
addressed to final destination—not to 
some point on the route; prepaid with 
6c in Canadian postage stamps, or if 
none available remit proper sum in form 
of a money order; send covers for the 
various trips to the District Director of 
Postal Services at city where that par- 
ticular leg of flight is to start—if for 
instance “Toronto-North Bay” cachet 
desired, then that cover should be sent 
the Director at Toronto, etc.; covers for 
the flights must be sent under cover to 
the various Directors early enough that 
they will reach them no later than Feb. 
26; each cover should bear clearly 
marked on its face just which flight you 
want, such as “Via Toronto-North Bay” 
or “Via Toronto-Vancouver” for in- 
stance. 

The notice particularly warns col- 
lectors not to address their covers to the 
terminal point of flight. All covers will 
be postmarked at point from which 
flight commences and backstamped at 
point at which the particular flight for 
which they are endorsed ends. Covers 
addressed to points not on the new route 
will, after backstamping, be sent on to 
their destination by usual means.

Norfolk Island 





The prospects are that a new stamp is- 
suing unit will be added to the ever 
larger catalog this year, for Norfolk 
Island, a small isolated island, about 900 
miles east of Australia. It was discov- 
ered by the famed Capt. Cook in 1774 
and the first settlement made in 1789. 
Not proving a success the colonists were 
withdrawn and except for a brief period 
as a penal colony, it had no permanent 
settlers until many years later some of 
the descendants of the “Bounty” muti- 
neers were brought from Pitcairn Island. 
At first ruled directly by Great Britain, 
the island in 1900 was attached to New 
South Wales’ government and in 1914 to 
the Australian Commonwealth. The proj- 
ect to have stamps for the place is sup- 
posed to be the outgrowth of other Aus- 
tralian and New Zealand dependencies 
having their own stamps. Principal ex- 
port of the island are the seeds of the 
Norfolk Island pine tree.

The outcry against Egypt’s 
REFORMS manner of issuing com- 

memoratives, which 
reached its height last year, has had its 
effect, a most beneficial one. The 
Egyptian government has announced a 
policy, which if adhered to, will per- 
manently remove the “gyp” in Egypt. 
In the future, they announce, commem- 
orative issues will comprise one denom- 
ination only, that of 5 milliemes (2%c), 
and it will be sold at all post offices 
for a fixed period in lieu of the regular 
5 milliemes stamp. To avoid any pos- 
sible shortage of stamps for the period 
of sale, applications for large quantities 
from persons in Egypt and elsewhere 
will be received in advance of date of 
sale, so that sufficient stamps will be 
printed to meet all demand for them, 
philatelic and public. 

This is indeed heartening news and 
one New Year’s Resolution we can all 
hope won’t be broken. If the above 
plan is followed, Egypt will quickly 
return to the good graces of philately 
and the postal coffers of the country 
prove that honesty is the best policy 
in stamp issuing as in other activities. 
Moreover it is encouraging to philately 
to continue to criticise and fight those 
postal administrations who abuse our

14 African postal administrations were 
to have representatives Jan. 6 at Cape- 
town, Union of South Africa, for the sec- 
ond postal conference of the African 
Postal and Telecommunications Union, 
formed at the first meeting three years 
ago. A round-Africa air service was ex- 
pected to be discussed. Colonies repre- 
sented were, in addition to the Union, 
South-West Africa, Angola, Basutoland, 
Bechuanaland Protectorate, Belgian Con- 
go, Kenya, Uganda, Tanganyika, Mo- 
zambique, Nyasaland, Northern Rbho- 
desia, Southern Rhodesia and Swaziland. 
It will be noted that all above are Brit- 
ish possessions, with exception of the two 
Portuguese and one Belgian colonies.

The following is a copy of a letter sent the 
Postmaster General: 
Jan. 16, 1939. 


Postmaster General Farley, 
Washington, D. C. 


Honorable Postmaster General: 


Knowing you to be interested in Stamps from 
a Philatelic standpoint and your 100% 
cooperation in such matters, the writer is offer- 
ing a suggestion which we believe would be in 
order and a splendid thing for the Postoffice 
Department to do. 


This idea consists of the suggestion that 
where plans are drawn for new Postoffice Build- 
ings, a small auditorium to hold, say 100 to 
150 people, be embodied in the plant. This 
room could be used for meeting purposes not 
only for postal employees but would be known 
as the Philatelic Assembly Room. 

This room would be at the disposal of Phila- 
telic Societies in that particular city and would 
schedule their meetings on certain nights of 
each month. 


Most Philatelic Societies meet twice a month 
and a few of them meet four times a month. 

Most Postoffices are kept open until ten or 
eleven o’clock at night and a ruling could be 
made that the meeting must be adjourned by 
that time. This could be easily done for the 
reason that most Philatelic Societies meet at 
seven-thirty and the meeting rarely lasts 
longer than two hours. 

We know that such a move on the part of 
the Postal Department would be highly ap- 
proved of and inasmuch as the room could be 
used for meetings of employees from time to

Finnish Red Cross Set 


The appalling waste of life at the bat- 
tle of Solferino from neglect of the 
wounded will be the theme of the design 
of Finland’s set of four values just issued 
which carry a surtax for the Red Cross. 
Solferino, fought on June 24, 1859, be- 
tween French and Austrian armies in 
Northern Italy, inspired Henri Dunant 
of Switzerland to publish the pamphlet 
which led to formation of the Red Cross 
Society in 1864. The scene shown on 
the new Finnish issue is the work of a 
Finnish woman artist Signe Hammar- 
stein-Jansson. Dunant has been shown 
on the 1928 Swiss Pro Juventute stamp.

Most dramatic item of current news 
was the desperate battle being waged for 
the greatest maritime and commercial 
center of Spain, the city of Barcelona, 
second only to Madrid in size; temporary 
capital of the Spanish Republic; and 
from time immemorial center of the

drive for an independent or autonomous 
Catalan republic or province. Barcelona 
has figured in stamp issues for some 
years, first in 1930 when an international 
exhibition was held in the city. In that 
year appeared several commemoratives 
picturing the city from the harbor with 
the tall monument to Columbus and fort- 
ress hill prominent and King Alfonso por- 
trayed with the title of Honorary Presi- 
dent of the Exposition. A waterfront 
now the scene of ships gutted or sunk 
from air bombing. To finance in part 
the show, special stamps as illustrated 
were issued and required upon all mail 
within the district in addition to the 
regular postage. They show a view of 
the city and its coat of arms. It was at 
Barcelona that the rebel cause received 
one of its most severe checks at the out- 
break of the civil war on July 17, 1936. 
When the officer commanding the garri- 
son marched his troops into the city and 
declared it in possession of the rebels, 
Catalan leaders gathered a miscellaneous 
assortment of small arms, distributed 
them to the citizenry and in the ensuing 
street fighting, despite great odds, de- 
feated and captured the entire rebel 
force. These same citizens now face 
certain death from rebel firing squads as 
their acts at that time have been de- 
clared “criminal” by Franco and death 
promised to all, consequently the city 
resisted the final drive until the insur- 
gents were within the city. 

The city has also been the source of a 
number of special issues during the civil 
war and was one of the termini of the 
submarine mail service introduced when 
the Franco forces cut Barcelona and 
Catalonia off from the rest of govern- 
ment Spain. Submarines were introduced 
to carry mails when the ships of the 
rebel navy, suddenly and mysteriously 
increased in number, effectively cut off 
normal ship traffic between the two 
separated costal districts.

222,000 Sidewise Coil Covers 


Total sales of the nine new sidewise 
coil stamps on the first day of issue was 
$24,325.55. The Post Office Dept. did 
not report on each separate denomina- 
tion, stating only that 222,584 covers 
were sent through.

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Defective United States stamps which ' 


have heretofore been considered “junk” 
are, for some reason unknown to the 
writer, coming into demand. One dealer 
here in New York who has advertised 
these defective items at one-half the 
usual retail price for perfect copies has 
been figuratively swamped with orders 
for these items, and the demand shows 
no sign of decreasing. This inexplic- 
able turn of affairs may be due to the 
recent business slump the past year, 
forcing collectors to resort to this cheap- 
er method of completing their collection. 





Those philatelic calamity-howlers, who 
so confidently predicted that the inter- 
est in First Day Covers of the Presiden- 
tial Series was only a short lived fad, 
are finding it difficult to explain the 
present market condition on these items. 
Enough time has elapsed, we think, for 
the preliminary fluctuations to cease and 
present prices are a fairly good indica- 
tion of the actual demand for the covers. 
At present writing, the price of the one- 
cent cover is listed at $1.00, the 22c 
value is listed at $2.00, the dollar value 
at $5.00, and the five dollar value, at 
$8.00. Wholesale supplies on _ these 
items are practically non-existant, and 
if the present demand continues we may 
expect prices to soar to astronomical pro- 
portions. 





It is always a matter of surprise to 
many of our non-collecting friends to 
find that this or that prominent person- 
age is an ardent Philatelist. These same 
friends came running to us with the 
news that Mr. Adolph Menjou, promi- 
nent screen actor, devoted almost the 
entire portion of his radio time in a 
recent broadcast here in New York to 
his famous stamp collection.
